Mr. Harrington Refuses to Apologize for 
the Article in His Paper—Fatal Petro- 
jeum Explosion on a Schooner—Em- 
press Frederick at Windsor—The Sugar 
Bounties—An Ovation to Gen. Boulan- 
ger, Followed by a Riot—The Cold Snap 
in Canada—Foreign News. 


London. November 21.—Great excitement 
‘was occasioned this morning when it was re- 
ported that another woman had been mur- 
Gered and mutiliated in Whitechapel. The 
police formed a cordon around the premises. 
An enormous crowd rushed to the vicinity in 
which the crime was said to have been com- 
mitted, where it was learned that another 
murder had been attempted upon a low 
woman by a man who had accompanied her 
to her lodging, but that in this instance his 
work had been frustrated. According to the 
woman’s story the man had seized her and 
struck her once In the throat 

WITH A KNIFE. 

She struggied desperately and had suc- 
ceeded in freeing herself from the man's 
grasp and had screamed for help. Her cries 
had alarmed the man, and he fled without 
attempting any further violence. Some of 
Zhe neighbors, who had heard the woman’s 
sereams, followed the murderer for about 
three hundred yards, when he disappeared 
from their sight. The woman says she is 
fully able to recognize the man, and gave a 
Gescription of himtothe police. The people 
are hopeful of soon capturing him. 

OPINION OF THE POLICE. 

1p. m.—Alter investigation of the facts, the 
police are of the opinion that the attempted 
murder in Whitechape! this morning was not 
the work of the man who committed the atro- 
@ious murders in that vicinity recently. No 
arrest has been made. The excitement among 
the people continues. , 

KEEPING UP THE POLICE THEORY. 

Further investigation by the police shows 
that the Whitechapel woman who reported 
this morning that she had been attacked bya 
man who went to ber iodgings with 
her, is a prostitute of the lowest 
order. She suffered only aslight abrasion of 
the skin on her throat, and the police place no 
eredit in her story of an attack. They believe 
she inflicted the injuries herself while she was 
drunk.

_ A VERY COLD pax. 
MONTREAL, November 21.—Yesterday was 
the coldest November day in this part of Can- 
ada for many years, and the thermometer is 
falling still lower. ‘The cold wave struck 


here Monday night, following close upon a 
blinding storm of snow and sleet. At day- 
light the temperature was at zero in this city 
and 6 degrees below across the St. Law- 
rence at St. Lambert. Atnoon the tempera- 
ture bas risen to 10 above, but by midnight it 
was 4 below again and falling. The Lachine, 
Beaubarnais and Cornwall canals began freez- 
ing and it is feared that many vessels 
will de caught with their cargoes in the 
ice. The Richelieu River, the entrance to the 
Champlain cana! and lake bas frozen over and 
several boats with cargoes are caught. The 
St. Lawrence opposite this city began freezing 
lastevening. There are four ocean steam- 
ships and five sailing vessels in port. Itis 
thought that they will have to leave for Que- 
bec to avoid being frozen in. From Quebec 
the worst reports come. At L’Isiet, forty- 
three miles below Quebec, there is no com- 
munication with the shore on account of the 
ice in the gulf. A northwest gale with a biind- 
ing svowstorm bas been blowing since Mon- 
day, und it is feared that several vessels 
known to have started for the Sauegenay and 
mouth of the gulf have met with 
disaster. At Father Point the ther- 
mometer registered 5 deg. below zero at 6 p. m. 
A heavy snowstorn prevailed, and the gale 
was one of the severest ever known. Both 
shores of thegulfasfar down as Malone on 
the north shore and Gaspe on the south are 
icebound, and fishermen caughtin the snow- 
storm are badly frozen and suffering from 
hunger, because it’s dangerous work endeav- 
oring to effecta landing in the ice and their 

rovisions are giving out. Many of them have 
aid-to off shore since Monday morning wait- 
ing for the subsidence of the temperature, the 


sea meanwhile breaking over them continu- 
ally, covering them with ice. 
At Sault Ste. Marie three feet of snow has 


fallen in the past three days, and last night 
the thermometer was 5 beiow zero. The farm- 
ing stock in Ontario and Quebeo is suffering 
severely from the unexpected cold snap,farm- 
ers not having made any provisions for it 
early in the month.

* “THERE HE GOES!” 


An Unknowa Man Passes the Brooklyn 
Bridge Guards and Suicides. 


By Telegraph to the Poer-Dispratcs. 

N York, November 21.— There be goes? 
cried one of the guards on the wagonway near 
the middie of the Brooklyn Bridge, to an- 
other on the foot-path. ‘‘Quick, collar him, 
he’s climbing down the lattice work to the car 
track! A belated reporter was approaching 
atthe moment and hurried to see what the 
stir was about. On the stili midnight air the 
Dells were heard tolling 12 o’ clock in the great 
cities, and down inthe darkness where the 
guards were peering adarker speck fell 
quickly and madeafaint splash as it struck 
the water., The river was free from its usual 
burden of floating craft and was clear 
from shore to shore. If the man should 
come to the surface and cry for 
— e no heip could reach him 
and ashe must bave known this before he 
made the leap, it was plain that he had meant 
to commit suicide. That was all that could be 
said of him. He had come 5 from the Brook- 
lyn side, attracted no attention until reaching 
a point where — — he was unobserved, 
and hastily olim down the tronwork from 
the foot-path to the car track, and then seeing 
be was pursued, let himself down between the 
ties and drop into his watery grave. Who 
was he? Of all the long list reported to the po- 
lice as missing, this mysterious exit from the 
world probably supplies oneclew. But to 
which particular one can the clew be fitted? It 
was thought be was young and well dressed. 
Was he a lover for whom some woman's cold- 
ness bad made the world a Greenlagd in which 
he found no further charm? A husband driven 
to des tion by his wife’s temper or infidel- 
ity? despondent employe who sought tbat 
of hiding hisshame? Was be 
merely a commonplace suicide? Whoever and 
whatever he was he biotted himself effectually 
from the book of existenee. 

The example is peculiarily suitable and sug- 
gestive to that clase of persons generally, who 
are bent on self-destruction, oron trying ex- 
periments in that direction. There is no 
chance for the memorial display, and if this 
aspirant had errough shrewdness to elude the 
guards there is no danger that a second ex- 
periment will be necessary. One of the bridge 
guards sald: ‘‘I’ve been on the New York 
police for many years, but that’s the heatest 
case of suicide I ever came across. That fel- 
low could not have wanted to harrow up the 
souls of — 1 or ruin their furniture 
with bis b ; in fact be was determined to 
avoid all that, and he may be set down as the 
ideal suicide, because he left the world with- 
out causing sorrow or expense to anybody. 
If there are those who love bim their sorrow 
will not be esudden shock, and there will be 
no disgrace to them or him, as itis not likely 
his name will ever be Knows or his body ever 
seen gan.

The Butchers gar They Will Hold a Meeting 
if They Have to Leave Out the Other 
Delegates—An Important Conference 
To-Night—Testimony Before the Senate 
Committee About the Combination. 


HE range cattiemen, 
the butchers and the 
representatives of the 
Greased beef indus- 
tries, with their di- 
verging interests, are 
apparently farther 
from the much de- 
sired harmony and 
unity of action than 
they were two days 
ago when the dele- 
gates firet arrived 
here. Numerous com- 
mittes and sub-com- 
mittees of three sep- 
arate organizations 
have held meetings, 
morning, noon and 

f night; conferences 
have been of frequent oceurrence; disinter- 
ested parties have stepped in as arbitrators 
and endefvored to equalize the claims and 
tone down the charges of the opposing asso- 
clations, but to no purpose, ‘The convention 
which it was proposed to hold is still a specu- 
lative event in the future. 

Incessant agitation of the points at issue be 
tween the rangemen and the butchers bas 
been productive of one good result at least, 
in simplifying a Very much complicated 
subject and . sifting all argument down 
toa plain proposition. The range men with- 
out hesitation say in so many words that if 
the butchers will agree to discuss in conven: 
tion only such subjects as will not be injurious 
to the trade and to eonfine themselves to 
charges which they can substantiate, then 
they, the range men, will go into the confer- 
enoe or convention; but if, on the other hand, 
the butchers insist upon making reckless 
statements about diseased cattle which, the 
the range men say, are not true and which 
cannot be proven, then they may bold a con- 
vention by themselves, because the range 
men will not be made a party to such a 
meeting. 

This morning it was generally under- 
stood by the batehers that they 
would hold a masse-meeting regardless 
of whether the convention was held or not. 
Mr. Thomas Armour and Chris Brokate ex- 
pressed the opinion that this demonstration 
would not be held before to-morrow night. It 
was admitted on all sides that a

As to 
Chicago 1 know that many people thought 
that market was controlled by a combination.

cilities for handling unlimited quantities and 
utilizing everything that could be shipped 
from the range. Idonot think that over-pro- 
duction is the cause of the depression in prices. 
The last statistics I saw did not show that 
cattle were increasing in proportion to 
the population. There have been hea 

losses in cattie in Monteanna, Dakota an 


Texas in the last three years. en I speak 
ofthe unlimited credit, I refer to the condi- 
tion that @cisted sometime ago. There were 


large pros and many people were induced 
to go into che business, believing that it would 
remain so, and that they could realize large 
profits. They attempted to realize and they 
forced the market down. It is common re- 
port that though the producer gets less for his 
ecattie the consumer pays about as 
much for beef as he used to do. 1 
think that is rather an unnatural condition. I 
think that the beef canning industry has but 
little effect upon the cattle growing industry. 
The canning industry has been growing ever 
since it started some six or seven years ago, 
but it be increased the demand or 
Texas cattie. If there had not been 
this demand for Texas cuttie the price would 
have gone much lower than they are, for the 
Texas cattie are lean and only certain parts 
are fit for the table, but they can utilize all the 
steer in canning. I am familiar with the 
Kansas City market, which is conducted on 
the same plan asthe Chicago market, and I 
have never found anything wrong with 
them.’’ 

Examined by Senator Cullom, he said: 1 
do not know of any discrimination by rail. 
roads except that large operators can get bet- 
ter rates than those who have a few cattle. I 
do not kuow, so that lean testify. of any 
favor granted by the roads to individuals. 1 
haveto pay fullrates, but there are larger 
operators than lam.

We drive them to a pen, load them ina 
car, bill them to a commission merchant and 
send a man with them to look after them 
and Bee they are fed and

I instruct the commis- 
sion man to sell to the best advantage, give 
them time ip the yard to fill, and sell them to 
the best buyer. A buyer gets them and takes 
an order for them. ey are weighed, and if 
they are to be shipped they are turned back 
into a pen. If they are be killed 
they are driven to th slaughter 
or packing house, and that is the end of 
them. It ie customary toallow the cattle a 
certain time in the yard tofill. The buyers 
expect that, and countuponit. They would 
rather get them out before they have eaten or 
drank anything, but the commission men do 
do not often let them go to weigh until they 
have had time to fill. 

The amount of the shipments has greatly 
Increased this year. any growers have 
wanted to go out of the business, and have 
shipped their herds, cows, calves and all, The 
commis-ion men and growers have all 
been mistaken about the amount of market- 
able cattic. Their estimates have been from 
20 to 83% per cent too small. The increase In 
receipts has been rincipally in Chicago, 
Kansas City and Omaha. The st. Louis yards 
have not varied much in the last two years. 

COMPETING MARKETS.

The Case of the Metropolitan National Bank 
vs. the Dispateh Publishing Co. 


In the ease of the Metropolitan National 
Bank against the St. Louis Dispatch Oo., 
the Dispatch Publishing Co., and Henry 
L. Sutton, trustee, Judge Thayer this morning 
sustained the demurrer tothe amended bill 
heretofore submitted. This threw the case 
out of court. The snit was to foreclose a 
mortgage, and the petition filed was a very 
lengthy one. On June 1, 1877, the 8t. Louis Dis- 
patch Co. was engaged in publishing the 
PoSst-DIsPaTCH. and conveyed its machinery, 
type, presses and so forth, together with the 


good will ot the ey one and its 
interest in the Western Associated Press, 
to Heary L. Sutton as trustee, to secure the 


payment of ite note for $15,000, 
made payable two and a half years 
after date, with interest at 9 per cent, 


assigning and delivering at the same time to 
Sutton the certificate for one share of stock it 
owned in the Associated Press. Subse- 
quently the same property, together with much 
other property, was conveyed to atrustee in 
another and second mortgage or deed of trust, 
to secure a further loan made by the St. Louis 
Dispateh Co. Under this second mortgage a 
foreclosure sale took piace about a year prior 
to the maturity of the first mortgage, the sale 
so made being subject to the lien of 
the first mortgage. The purchaser under 
the second mortgage took possession of all 
the property covered by the first and sec- 
ond mortgages then in esse, and immedi. 
ately consolidated the &t. Louis Dispatch 
with the Evening Post, lorming a new corpora- 


tion, korn as the Dispatch Pubilsh- 
ing Co. to continue the publica-

THEY WERE TOUGH CITIZENS. 


Execution of the Two Tobler Brothers at 
Wichita, Kan. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcs. 

WicuiTa, Kan., November 21.—Jack and 
Joe Tobler (colored) were hanged in this city 
at 10:20 this morning. Both men walked up on 
the scaffold unaided and when asked if they 
had anything to say replied that they had not, 
Each had his neck broken. The execution 
was conducted in the County Jail. Only atew 
reporters and physicans witnessed it. The 
Toblers refused all religious exercises and 
when a minister was praying for them, just 
before the trap whs sprung and when they 
were standing on the gallows, Jack, in a loud 
voice, told the divine W Wet up on that.“ 
The bodies were cut down at 10:45. 


THE TOBLERS AND THEIR CRIME. 

The Toblers were hanged for the murder of 
John Goodeycountz and James Cass, which 
was committed on August 28, 1885. Both vie- 
tims were shot in the Indian Territory, near 
the Sac and Fox n Oass and Goodey 
countz were traveling through the Territory 
to Texas, wherethey expected to A a 


large number of cattle. hey had 
deen out from home two days, 
when on the second night they went 


into camp near the banks of a smal! stream, 
tributary to the Cimmeron River. Not far 
from their camping spot were the Toblers, 
who had preceded them a short time in 
reach! the creek, and going into camp. 
Cass and Goodeycountz were driving a fine 
team of horses toa top buggy. During the 
day the Toblers paid a visit to their camp, 
and when the boys went away made up their 
minds to m er the travlers, rob them, 
and steal the team and baggy. he — 
in which the murder was committed is 
sparsely settled, even dy Indians, and 
there was no eye-witness to 

crime except the murderers themselves. As 
near as could be learned from the Toblers 
ees killed Cass and Goodeycountz about i 
o’clock in the morning, and the. testimony of 
a half-breed at the trial showed that several
